Meeting with top automotive executives 
in Washington Wednesday, WPB as- 
sured the industry that the way would 
be opened for (1) the production of 
200,000 new cars this year and 400,000 
in the first quarter of 1946, based on percentages of the 
first-year quota of 2,146,786; (2) immediate stepping up of 
light truck manufacture with priorities assistance, and (3) 
revocation of limitation order L-158 to permit full-scale 
manufacture of replacement parts with priority aid on such 
tools as are needed for production of functional parts. High 
Washington officials are said to regard the new-car figures 
as only the beginning, pointing out sharp increases may be 
expected if more steel becomes available.

200,000 Cars 
Due Last Part 
Of This Year 


Only 7 Cars Per Dealer! 


While 200,000 cars make a nice round figure, it should be pointed 
out that it means about seven cars a dealer, and of course most of 
the cars will not be delivered this year. On the other hand, light 
trucks promise to be a good source of revenue, in view of the forth- 
coming authorization of unlimited production. 


WPB’s auto reconversion coordinator, said there was a pos- 
sibility of a few cars being built in the third quarter. 

The committee also agreed, according to Nelson, that the 
industry would prefer to be given the go-ahead signal at 
the earliest possible moment, without waiting to iron out 
every conceivable production problem.

The machine-tool situa- 
tion does not look too bleak at this mo- 
ment, he said. The problem of body 
presses, which seemed to defy speedy solution less than a 
fortnight ago, gives evidence today of being near a quick 
answer due to changed methods. In addition, the Army and 
Navy have promised to give the auto makers a statement of 
continuing needs for the war against the Japs so that the 
individual companies can make their plans for plant space. 

The industry prefers, Nelson said, to go ahead on an 
unprogrammed basis, each company for itself, it now being 
permissible to order materials for delivery after July 1.

Chevrolet Plans a Lighter Car; 
Lewellen Heads GM Sales 


DETROIT.—General Motors plans to produce a lighter weight and 
more economical car in the postwar period, through its Chevrolet 
division, C. E. Wilson, president, announced last week. 

Wilson also announced that W. G. Lewellen had been appointed 
director of the distribution staff, succeeding Nelson C. Dezendorf. 
Lewellen also will be chairman of the distribution 
policy group, succeeding Albert Bradley, executive 
vice-president, who has been acting as chairman of 
the group since the retirement last year of R. H. 
Grant. 

Wilson said that the light car will be distributed 
through Chevrolet dealers. Because of the neces- 
sity of putting war production first, the car is 
only in the idea stage. Wilson said that it cannot 
be placed in production until a considerable period 
after the close of the war with Japan. 

(Editor’s Note: Ford previously announced its 
intention to build a lighter, lower-cost automobile 
as soon as possible after the war. President D. S. 
Eddins of Plymouth refused to comment on any 
possibility of Plymouth offering such a car in postwar.) 

In announcing Lewellen’s appointment, Wilson asserted that De- 
zendorf will continue his present duties until June 15, at which time 
he will undertake an important new assignment with the corpora- 
tion in Chicago. 

Lewellen has been assistant general sales manager of Chevrolet in 
charge of parts and accessories merchandising, warehousing and 
distribution, as well as general manager of the GM Parts division. 
He will be succeeded in these capacities by Thomas F. Brown, Chev- 
rolet regional sales manager at Kansas City. Lewellen has been with 
General Motors since 1919, when he was employed in the Chevrolet 
engineering department. 

At the same time, Wilson revealed the purchase of 300 acres of 
land in Jackson County, near Kansas City, Mo. It was bought for 
possible postwar use as a site for a plant to assemble Buick, Olds- 
mobile and Pontiac automobiles.

Nelson predicted that the manufac- 
turers would encounter difficulties, as 
of the present date, in securing tires, 
batteries, textiles and other scarce 
materials and components. None of 
these, however, are expected to prove insurmountable and 
industry generally expressed the belief that the changing 
character of the war probably would clear up at least some 
of these problems before the time comes to tackle them. 
Nelson said that with the exception of tires the industry 
made it clear that it would take its chances on getting ma- 
terials. As for tires, auto leaders urged that they be given 
a quota. 


The new cars will NOT be 1942 models, it was empha- 
sized, the industry being free to make such changes in their 
designs as seem desirable provided the changes do not place 
further burdens on the still overloaded machine tool indus- 
try. Thus, where a new press or die must be obtained, WPB 
will interpose no objection unless the press or die for pro- 
ducing the old part is available. 


At a press conference following the meeting, both Nelson 
and George Romney, director of the Automotive Council for 
War Production, emphasized that the revocation of the re- 
placement parts order, which will be announced officially 
in a few days, is expected to prove the greatest boon to 
labor since it will provide widespread employment through- 
out the entire industry. The 200,000-car quota for the final 
quarter of 1945 is based solely on present estimates of steel 
availability in the third quarter.

Top Labor Hours Set 
For Auto Repairs 


WASHINGTON.—Specific limits on the hours of labor automobile 
repair establishments may charge for in computing prices for 56 
common passenger car repair jobs were set last week by the OPA. 
The action, effective June 14, was taken, it was stated, to check a 
practice in some repair shops of charging customers for more hours 
of labor than actually were required to do the particular repair job. 

In effect this action will establish the same time allowances on 
a given car for these 56 jobs regardless of what shop does the work. 
It really establishes a new “manual” of flat rates for these jobs that 
will apply to all shops alike. A Ford owner may have his car fixed 
in a Chevrolet dealer’s shop or an independent shop and be billed 
for the same number of hours, times the labor rates, of the shop 
doing the work, NADA points out. 

A 80-day period is provided before the new provisions become 
effective so that shops may become acquainted with the require- 
ments. Distribution of copies of a special OPA supplementary regu- 
lation giving ceiling charges for the 56 repair jobs will be made 
through local War Price and Rationing Boards. Each shop must 
have a copy of the new regulation on hand for inspection by cus- 
tomers on request. 

Auto users will be able to get copies of the regulation from repair 
shops or from OPA rationing boards as well as from all other OPA 
offices, if they wish a copy of the regulation itself to check what time 
may be charged for on the 56 listed passenger-car repair jobs. 

Alongside the 56 standard repair jobs listed in the new regula- 
tion are the time limits allowed to complete the work on different 
year models of 16 well known makes of passenger cars. The time 
allowances, substantially, are those established as adequate by the 
car manufacturers and they are set forth in manufacturers’ flat rate 
manuals or labor schedules that were in use in March 1942. The 
allowances represent what the industry has generally accepted as 
the labor time required to complete the repairs. 

The repair jobs covered range all the way from a minor brake 
adjustment to the complicated job of installing the crank shaft and 
bearings 

OPA. ‘said that while most repair shops have traditionally used 
fixed limits of time in charging for standard repair jobs, or have 
charged on the basis of time used on individual jobs, there has been 
@ growing tendency in some shops to charge for more time than was 
actually used. 

All shops are required to supply sales slips or receipts to cus- 
tomers for any of the 56 listed operations regardless of whether or 
not requested by the customer. The slip or receipt must describe 
briefly the service, cite its number in today’s new regulation, the 
shop’s hourly rate, the number of hours charged for, the prices 
charged for parts and materials, and the total charge. 

Automobile repair services not among the 56 listed today con- 
tinue to be priced as formerly under the services regulation. It is 
specified, however, that on sales slips or receipts to be provided if the 
customer requests them there must be incorporated a description of 
the service, the number of hours and hourly rate if this method is 
used, and the name of the manual, schedule, or fixed charge if one 
of these is used. Where a manual is used, it must be available for 
inspection of customers on request. 

Following is a question-and-answer bulletin issued by OPA: 

1. Q. What does the new automotive repair services regulation do? 

- It sets time limits for 56 common car repair jobs. 

2. Whefe do I get a copy of the regulation? 

Your War Price and Rationing Board will send you a copy. 
If you have not received your copy, call you Board and ask 
for one. 

How are the time limits for 56 repair jobs arrived at? 
They are taken from the factory manuals in use in March 
1942, as are the operations themselves. Minor changes in de- 
scriptions of the operation have, however, been necessary 
for uniformity. 

If I didn’t use a factory manual or any other type of manual 
to price a listed operation in March 1942—does the regulation 
still apply to me? 

Yes. It fixes the time limits for the 56 listed operations, 
regardless of whether or not you priced by use of a man 
actual time, or any other method in March 1942. 

Does the regulation change my customer’s hourly rate? 
No. Your customer’s hourly rate remains the same as it 
is properly established now under the services regulation 
(RMPR 165) and any supplementary service regulation, like 
SSR 6 (shops which have 8 or fewer employees) and SSR 21 
(overtime). 

Under the new regulation do I multiply my customer’s hourly 
rate as fixed by RMPR 165 by the time given in the new regu- 
lation for any operation listed there in order to arrive at my 
price to the customer? 

That is correct. 

How do I charge for parts and materials? 

You continue to use your maximum price for parts and 
materials and charge for them separately. 

How does the regulation deal with the case where I custom- 
arily gave a discount, for example to fleet operators, for 
repair work? 

The regulation says that you must continue your previous 
pricing practices in this respect as well as in any other 
respect. For example, if you gave a 10% discount in March 
1942 to fleet operators, you must continue to allow that dis- 
count, applied against your charge as figured under the 
new regulation. 

What if I had a fixed charge for any of the 56 operations? 
You find out what your price for a given operation is under 
the new regulation; then you compare that price with your 
fixed charge; and you must charge no more than the lower 
of the two figures. 

Am I required to charge the price arrived at by use of the 
new regulation? 

You may charge no more than that price. But of course, you 
may charge a lower price. 

What do I do if I don’t have a customer’s hourly rate estab- 
lished under RMPR 165? 
You must then establish one under Section 5 of RMPR 165. 
You do that by applying to your OPA District Office. 

How do I price operations not included under the 56? 

You continue to price them under RMPR 165. However, if 
you used a manual or labor schedule to price these opera- 
tions, YOU MUST NOW MAKE THE MANUAL OR SCHED-

parts or accessories, nor does it 
affect or waive the requirements 
of OPA Ration Order 1A in re- 
spect to the removal of tires, 
casings and tubes.”

Held Dange

DETROIT.— Far from relieving 
general unemployment, imposition 
of compulsory guaranteed wages on 
industry would make fairly certain 
that unemployment would occur, 
Irving S. Olds, chairman of the 
board of U. S. Steel Corp., told mem- 
bers of the Economic Club of De- 
troit last week. 

In addition, it would encourage 
lower wages and discourage an ex- 
panding economy. 

“Let each one ask himself,” Olds 
said, “if he would hire his neighbor, 
or experiment too much in trying to 
develop or expand a business, if 
there were a law that said: ‘If you 
hire this man, you will have to keep 
on paying him, even if your busi- 
ness slows down and you no longer 
need his services.’” 

Olds drew a sharp distinction be- 
tween compulsory and voluntary 
guarantees. 

“The voluntary guarantee,” he 
said, “is a mutual arrangement un- 
der which both parties benefit. Em- 
ployees are assured that they shall 
be the ones to perform the work 
which customers’ buying habits ren- 
der reasonably certain will be avail- 
able to be performed. Employers in 
offering the guarantee are presum- 


Foremen Give 
Annual Citation 


To C. E. Wilson

DETROIT.—C. E. Wilson, presi- 
dent of General Motors Corp., was 
awarded the annual citation of the 
National Assn. of Foremen at a tes- 
timonial dinner Wednesday in the 
Hotel Statler here. 

Presentation of the award was 
made by Bernard L. Howe, national 
director of the NAF. The organiza- 
tion holds no affiliation with the 
Foreman’s Assn. of America, a 
union group. 

Assailing the unionization of 
foremen, Wilson declared that fore- 
men’s unions involve “throwing 
over the sacred American right of 
individual initiative.” 

Col. Edward H. Jacobsen, guest 
speaker, called for the establish- 
ment in every plant of a returned 
war veteran as a “straw boss” to 
handle the reorientation of the 
other veterans. 

Speaking on “The Soldier’s Re- 
turn to the Postwar World,” Col. 
Jacobsen predicted that “eventu- 
ally, the veterans will be just as 
good workers as_ soldiers.” He 
warned, however, that their superi- 
ors or foremen in civilian life must 
be patient and understanding dur- 
ing the early period of change. 


U. S. Charges 
Battery Cartel 


NEW YORK.—U. S. Department 
of Justice last week accused Elec- 
tric Storage Battery Co. and its 
subsidiary, Willard, of withholding 
a long-life battery from use in war 
equipment. The battery, known as 
the Nickel-Cadmium battery, is 
said to have a 10-year life span 
compared with three years for the 
average battery now used. 

The Justice Department said the 
defendants prevented manufacture 
in this country or the importation 
of the Nickel-Cadmium battery, 
used by English, German and 
French armed forces.

ably enabled to secure steadier and 
more efficient help at no greater 
cost. 


“In the compulsory guarantee, on 
the other hand, there is no mutual- 
ity in agreement or benefit. Any ad- 
vantage to the employe becomes a 
cost to his employer. The individual 
worker’s responsibility for working 
efficiently or even working at all is 
diminished. The employer must, 
nevertheless, continue to pay him 
full wages, regardless of the amount 
of work performed.” 


Citing a survey of guaranteed 
wage plans by the National Indus- 
trial Conference Board, Olds said: 
“The Board concluded from this in- 
vestigation that such plans can be 
applied only where the employing 
company has a reasonably steady 
rate of production, or where there 
is a constant consumer demand for 
its products. The board noted that 
most of the plans now in effect are 
in consumers’ goods industries or in 
mercantile establishments. One most 
pertinent fact disclosed by this 
study is that all voluntary plans in 
operation prior to 1929, so reviewed 
by the board, had been discontinued 
by 1940, with two exceptions. The 
board recorded as the obvious ex- 
planation for this fact that an em- 
ployer, if he wishes to escape bank- 
ruptcy, cannot continue to provide 
workers with employment or income 
when ‘not warranted by the condi- 
tions of his business.” 


Referring to the recent demand 
of the United Steelworkers of Amer- 
ica (CIO) that a guaranteed wage 
be imposed in the steel industry, 
Olds said, “I believe that the steel 
industry was only a selected guinea 
pig, and that the guarantee of all 
industrial wages was the real con- 


tention.”

Reuther Offers Plan 


To Cushion Cutbacks 


DETROIT.—-Asserting that defla- 
tion of total spending power has 
already hit the automotive area, 
Walter P. Reuther, vice-president 
of the UAW-CIO, urged a seven- 
point program to cushion the shock 
of cutbacks. 

Included in the program was a 
request for revision of the Little 
Steel wage formula to permit 48 
hours’ pay for 40 hours’ work, un- 
employment benefits equal to .pay 
for a forty-hour week, payment by 
the government of a wage differen- 
tial to compensate workers who

Early U.S. Action 
On Surplus Plants 
Asked by Marks 


NEW YORK.—The War Surplus 
Disposal act should either be re- 
vised immediately or be given a 
broad interpretation so the govern- 
ment without delay can encourage 
postwar prosperity by selling or 
leasing its war plants and machin- 
ery to industry, James H. Marks, 
executive vice-president of Pack- 
ard, declared here Thursday. 

To prevent delay in the progress 
of conversion from war to peace- 
time production, negotiations for 
the disposal of government-owned 
plants should be under way now, 
Marks asserted. He contended that 
the government should either sell 
or lease the plants at fair prices 
rather than hold out for high war- 
time cost prices. 

War plants should be considered 
expendable, he declared. 

“American lives were saved be- 
cause the plants were built at rec- 
ord speeds without concern for 
costs. These plants now should be 
used to underwrite jobs for return- 
ing veterans and for former war 
workers.” 

The government should be will- 
ing to sell the plants at prices low 
enough for purchasers to sell peace- 
time products in competition with 
the rest of the world, Marks said.

NEW YORK.—An important in- 
novation in postwar seating will be 
the introduction by United States 
Rubber Co. of a new-type cushion 
support for latex cushioning mate- 
rial which, through its design, will 
incorporate the leaf spring princi- 
ple into seating, it was announced 
last week. 

By use of the new seating base, 
the company will be able to supply 
in volume complete cushioning 
units for installation in automo- 
biles, buses, theaters, railroads, 
hotels, steamships, auditoriums and 
homes. Advantages include simpli- 
fication of construction, assembly 
and installation, space and greater 
comfort in seating, it was declared.

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Stilwell Cites 6x6 Truck 
As Key War Weapon

DETROIT.—Gen. Joseph W. 
(Vinegar Joe) Stilwell, command- 
ing general, Army Ground Forces, 
last week lauded war production 
here in an address to the Michigan 
Post, Army Ordnance Assn., and 
labeled the 244-ton 6x6 truck, C-47 
transport plane, jeep, and bulldozer 
as the most important pieces of 
equipment in the war. 

Gen. Stilwell said that two of the 
most important components of an 
army are equipment and training. 

“My job is to train men how to 
use the equipment you have turned 
out in Detroit, and after seeing the 
marvelous performance done by 
war workers I wonder whether 
we've held up our end in training,” 
Gen. Stilwell asserted. 

Gen. Stilwell was not optimistic 
about an early end to the Japanese 
war. He pointed out that it is fool- 
ish to underestimate the Japs, and 
said they are tough, determined 
and intend to hold out to the last.
